He  said  it  was  unfair  to 
those  who  were  comparatively  prompt 
and  showed  partiality  to  those  who 
allowed  their  taxes .  to  run  for  teD, 
fifteen  or  twenty  years  \ 

As  singly  the  publication  last  week 
of  this  iWtetjtion  by  the  Committee 
has  already  had  the  good  t  fleet  of 
“donning"  derelict  taxpayers  and 
bringing  money  into  the  Treasury,  it 
is  a  matter  of  some  surprise  that 
suddenly  a  special  meeting  was  called 
at  which  the  Committee  took  a  differ¬ 
ent  view  of  the  matter,  anil  passed  a 
reeolutiofa  to  defer  the  advertising  of 
these  unpaid  taxes. 

An  impression  prevails  that  the 
Committee  is  unwilling  to  make  the 
effort  to  collect  theee  taxes  and  bo 
replenish  the  Treasury, ^because  of 
political  opposition  tbfct  is  likely  to  be 
developed,  jeopardizing  the  plaus 
now  being'  formulated  to  keep  the 
township  iu  control  of  those  now  run¬ 
ning  it  The  statement  is  freely 
made  that  among  the  delinquent  tax¬ 
payers  are  men  who  are  drawing  pay 
as  officials,  and  others  who  have  pol¬ 
itical  influence,  who  would  either  be 
unwillingly  compelled  to  pay  their 
taxes  or  be  exposed  as  delinquent  in 
the  advertisement,  which  would  not 
be  creditable  to  the  administration. 

The  only  criticism  The  Record  has 
to  make  in  regard  to  this  action  of 
the  Committee  is  this:  Whether 
there  is  “politics  in  it,"  as  some  say, 
or  not,  our  Committeeman  are  not 
making  the  same  business-like  effort 
to  secure  moneys  due  the  Township 
for  taxes  that  they  would  make,  and 

tru&ke,  in  making  collections  for 
m  selves. 

In  private  business  a  merchant 
%  does  not  usually  let  his  accoimts  run 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  debtor,  or 
^jinfii  the  debtor  packs  up  and  moves 
out  of  town.  The  successful  mer¬ 
chant  goes  for  that  debtor  and  makes 
him  pay  up.  If  he  knows  that  bis 
debtor  fe  honest  aud  means  to  pay  he 
may  give  him  time.  But  in  conduct¬ 
ing  a  banking  business  or  an  insur¬ 
ance  business  there  is  uo  such  ’au- 
lency  as  that;  and  in  conducting 
township  business,  relating  to  taxes, 
there  should  be  absolutely  no  favor¬ 
itism  shown,  no  chance  taken  of  los¬ 
ing  a  dollar  of  taxes  justly  assessed, 
nor  in  delaying  the  collection  a  day  be¬ 
yond  the  time  that  the  money  may  be 
secured. 

The  wisdom  and  justice  of  this  is 
apparent  The  only  taxpayer  who  is 
entitled  to  any  sort  of  favor  or  credit 
is  the  one  who  pays  his  taxes  prompt¬ 
ly  as  a  duty,  and  in  the  exercise  of 
patriotic  citizenship.  It  is  a  gross 
injustice  to  such  taxpayers  to  oblige 
them  to  pay  part  of  the  delinquent's 
tax  in  addition  to  their  own. 


Aldermanic  Self-Renunciation. 

With  a  magnanimity  that  is  rare  in 
theee  times  of  chasing  the  almighty 
dollar,  the  Township  Committee  have 
performed  an  act  that  must  fairly  en¬ 
title  each  of  them  to  the  esteem  of  the 
public.

Bat  Rnssia  and 
France  are  working  with  great  vigor 
and  hustle  to  increase  their  water  fight¬ 
ing  power.  They  are  only  less  active 
than  Englaud.  The  United  States  spends 
only  #15.000,000  a  year  on  its  navy,  ex¬ 
clusive  of  bnildiDg  new  ships,  while 
England  spends  #55,009,000.  If  we 
spent  ai  much  money  as  England  does 
every  year  on  new  ships,  it  woold  take 
us  five  years  to  catch  up  to  where  she  is 
now. 

The  United  States  is  only  a  little  na¬ 
val  power,  being  fbe  fifth.  Up  to  1690 
she  was  the  sixth,  but  since  theD  sb@i 
has  passed  Germany.  What  we  are  doing 
in  the  way  of  additions,  compared  tq 
the  nations  of  the  old  world,  may  bd 
Judged  from  the  fact  that  we  have  no* 
under  construction  only  five  baUleebipSjj 
one  cruiser  and  a  number  of  smaller  fry 
gunboats  and  torpedo  boats. 

From  being  the  eighth  power  on  the 
seas  in  1890,  China  got  knocked  down 
by  the  wurwith  Japan  into  the  nine¬ 
teenth  place.  She  has  literally  nothing 
left  in  the  way  of  a  navy. 

Probably  the  region  of  the  world  thAt 
is  richest  in  natural  resources  is  Centre! 
America  CofTee  will  grow  iu  all;  the 
fire  states,  bnt  at  present  it  is  obtained 
chiefly  from  Guatemala,  Costa  Rica  &Ad 
El  Salvador.

Une  of  the  strangest  experiments  in 
the  volume  is  that  showing  how  a  mar 
may  see  his  own  brain,  that,  too,’ with¬ 
out  the  help  of  any  Roentgen  X  rsy.  Il 
is  an  experiment  which  any  man  may 
make  for  himself  BDd  be  convinced. 
One  theory  put  forth  by  the  sage  whe 
has  been  iu  the  bowels  of  the  eartli  and 
seen  onrevealed  things  is  that  matter  if 
merely  retarded  motion.  The  sage,  lakct 
as  illustration  a  shower  of  ballets  inov 
ing  rapidly.  Nothing  can  be  more  solid 
than  ballets.  They  move  faster  ami 
faster.  They  emit  a  singing  sound. 
Faster  and  faster  yet.  They  shine  with 
a  dull  red  glow.  Still  faster  on  they  fly. 
The  dull  red  changes  to  white.  The 
flying  bullets  are  at  white  heat.  Fastei 
still,  aud  faster.  Sound,  heat  and  light 
have  all  disappeared.  The  solids  aic 
disintegrated  by  their  fearful  speed. 
They  break  into  molecules,  the  mole 
culcs  iuto  atoms.  Next  they  are  gaseous, 
then  nothingness,  nothing  bnt  pare 
force  and  energy.  Reverse  tbe  process, 
think  backward  over  the  roads  the  bul¬ 
lets  came  and  you  got  solid,  bard,  heavy 
matter  ngniu. 

The  engravings  in  the  volume  aro  of 
exquisite  quality,  but  as  weird  and  un¬ 
earthly  as  the  Btory  itself,  illustrating  it 
well.  No  picture  seen  in  a  hasheesh 
dream  ever  exceeded  iu  strangeness  tbe 
scenes  that  represent  tbe  nightmare 
drunkard's  cavern  which  tbe  wanderer 
found hnudreds  of  miles  underneath  the 
earth  crust. 

We  find  here  that  just  plain,  oold  sci¬ 
ence  has  an  occultism  of  its  own  us 
xnarveloos  asaoy  fakir  of  the  orieqtever 
juggled  with  the  senses  of  mau  to  pro¬ 
duce. 

The  wanderer  is  pitched  from  one  ex¬ 
treme  to  another  and  driven  through  oue 
wild  experience  after  another.  The  les¬ 
son  he  was  to  learn  is  expressed  perhaps 
at  tbe  close  in  these  questions  of  his 
guide: 

“Have  you  accepted  that  whatever 
seems  to  be  is  not  and  that  tha^tebioh 
seems  not  to  be  is?

Finally,  Professor  Lloyd’s  sage,  in 
spite  of  knowing  as  much  science  os  any 
man  upon  the  earth  and  of  having  dived 
down  to  the  center  of  the  earth  besides, 
still  has  the  honor  to  believe  ip  God 
and  is  old  fashioned  enough  to  admit  he 
has  a  soul. 

One  point  made  by  Colonel  Carroll 
D.  Wright  in  a  late  paper  should  be 
noted.  He  says  we  ought  now  to  pre¬ 
pare  for  taking  tbe  census  of  1900,  es¬ 
pecially  in  the  matter  of  having  certain 
uniform  inquiries  made  iu  all  the  civi¬ 
lized  nations.  For  this  purpose  w#  need 
the  active  co-operation  of  other  nations. 
It  is  none  too  boou  to  make  ont  the  list  of 
international  inquiries  and  to  bring 
them  to  tbe  attention  of  other  gdvern- 
ments  with  the  view  to  have  them  adopt 
these  inquiries  in  their  own  oensus  lists. 
If  such  an  international  census  oan  be 
taken,  and  it  can,  it  will  threw  much 
needed  light  on  various  sociological’prob-
